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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In presenting the annual report as required by law it 
affords us pleasure to say that our schools have made 
good progress during the year. Weemployed five teachers 
in the summer, and three in the fall. Our aim has been 
to secure the best teachers and these teachers have en- 
deavored to teach their pupils in a thorough manner. It 
is better for the pupil to learn a little thoroughly than to 
make rapid progress and know but little of what they 
have been over. 

The teacher’s position is one of responsibility. Her 
duty is not only to teach the children, but to instill into 
their minds love for all that is good and abhorance for 
all evil, and lead them into the path toward happiness, 
honor, and virtue, that they may become useful citizens, 
a credit to the community in which they live. The minds 
of children are easily moulded and are influenced more or 
less by those with whom they associate; thus the teacher 
who does her duty to the children who are under her in- 
fluence a large part of the time for twenty-five weeks in a 
year, will try to implant in their minds the seeds of good- 
ness, honesty, and truthfulness, which will bear fruit in 
after years. The town’s money can never pay a teacher 
who does her duty to the children entrusted to her care. 

In making arrangements for schools in the different 
parts of the town, providing conveyance for pupils and 
other like matters, that has been done which seemed most 
suitable. | 

The problem, what shall be done with schools where 


a 


there are only a few pupils, remains unsolved, and is for 
some future school board to contend with as we have in 
the past. 

The board has endeavored to run the schools with 
an intelligent economy and to know as nearly as possible 
the worth of each teacher, the progress of schools and so 
far as possible of individual scholars, to be of service in 
matters of discipline and general oversight. 

But honest efforts on part of the board and faithful 
work on part of teachers are not all the requirements for 
the most successful results in the schools. The combined 
efforts of parents, scholars and teachers so necessary to 
make a school successful in the highest degree have in 
many cases been manifest, but in a few the lack of har- 
mony has been a great hindrance. Parents should be in- 
terested enough to have their children attend regularly 
every day in the term, unless kept at home by sickness. 
If parents were as much interested in having the children 
attend regularly and support the teacher as they are in 
finding fault with the school board we believe we should 
have better-schools in town. 

To the teachers of the past year we express our grati- 
tude for their earnest faithful efforts with the children 
under their charge and to all those also who by their co- 
operation have seconded our efforts in behalf of education.
